At tfye time of the Cuban 
fiasco the CIA drew considerable 
blame. Some of its operatives ap- 
parently relied too much on one 
group 6f Cuban ref ugees. And cer- j 
tainly the holding of Cuban leaders | 
mcommunicado was a most un- ! 
American proceeding. But for the 
larger decisions responsibility fnust j 
go to higher authority. ! 

The traditional distaste of Amcri- ! 
cans for spying causes many to 
dodge the faet that they are todåy 
running a tremendous, world-gir- 
dling spy apparatus. Facing the 
tightly closed police statés linked 
in the Communist conspiracy this 
intelligence task is as essential to 
the safety of free men as it ls diffl- 
cult. And by its i. ature it may be 
most efficient when it goes most 
Ur.noticed. But it should not go un- 
appreciated. 
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
